F o r ten long years th e Gov­ 
ern m en t, in th e fulfillm ent of its treaty obliga­ 
tions, h a d been feeding th e Sioux in ’idleness. 
S o m e o fth e r r. how ever, w ere th rifty farm ers 
a n d good citizens, bu t th e m ajority w ere a 
th riftless an d in d o len t set, perfectly w illin g to 
spend th e ir tim e in idleness an d finding iau lt 
w ith th e G overnm ent on every conceivable p re­ 
tex t. 
T he treaty of 1877, th e S ecretary said, obliged 
th e G overnm ent to fu rn ish th em w ith a certain 
am o u n t of food, clothing, im plem ents, horses, 
cattle, etc., u n til th ey sh ould becom e sfff-sup- 
porting. 
A fter ten years h ad elapsed, d u rin g 
w hich tim e th e G overnm ent sp en t m illio n s of 
do llars w ith th e view c f placing th e In d ia n s on 
a self-supporting basis, M em bers of Congress 
very properly began to in q u ire w h eth er it w as 
th e purpose of th e G overnm ent to co n tin u e in ­ 
d efinitely an d forever th e policy ót feeding In ­ 
d ia n s w ho persisted in liv in g in idleness. 
T hey th o u g h t it about tim e to test th e ir ab ility 
to su p p o rt them selves, a n d th e ap p ro p riatio n 
w as red u ced 8 "0,000—n o t a very larg e sum 
com pared w ith th e a m o u n t u su ally called for. 
T h ereu p o n M r. In d ia n im m ed iately began to 
com plain, bu t m ade no effort to w ard feeding 
him self. 
He occupied a vast territo ry c o n ta in ­ 
ing th o u san d s of acres of pro d u ctiv e lan d . 
He 
w as supplied w ith ev ery th in g necessary to im ­ 
prove it an d raise good crops, b u t preferred to do 
no th in g an d let th e G overnm ent put food into 
his m outh. 
It w as tim e, th e Secretary th o u g h t, th a t these

TH E LEGISLATURE. 


So far as we can judge of men by meet­ 
ing th em ; so far as knowledge of the pri­ 
vate lives of fully a third of the members 
of the two houses goes, the Legislature 
now in session promises to be a clean, eco­ 
nomic and discreet body. 
W e believe it 
to be fairly well representative of the peo­ 
ple of California, to have intelligence 
equal to the demands that will be made 
upon it, and to be actuated by a conserva­ 
tive and patriotic spirit. 
In short, we are impressed very favor­ 
ably by the composition of the houses, and 
shall be grievously disappointed if this 
proves to be an extravagant Legislature or 
one that, like its predecessor, will bring 
disgrace upon the high office of legisla­ 
tion. 
It comes into power under an ex­ 
press agreement with the people to pro­ 
vide for the support of the State Govern­ 
m ent within a certain fixed tax levy lim ita­ 
tion, and it is expected that the promise 
will be kept to the letter. 
W hile it falls 
heir to certain burdens created by the late 
reckless Legislature that founded State 
institutions and scattered money without 
regard to the dictates of prudence, it will 
be possible to bring the expenses of the 
State Government within the aggregate 
th a t can be met by the lim itation of the 
tax levy referred to. 
I t is probable, however, that there will 
be general consent to the proposition that 
w hatever sum is set apart as wise invest­ 
m ent to promote a cumulative exhibit of 
California products at the Columbian E x­ 
position, may be considered as outside of 
the lim itation. 
At least, there should be 
a settled policy upon that subject before 
the Legislature begins to cut its cloth. 
There is not, it would .seem, need for 
any extraordinary amount of legislation; 
against the disposition to load up the cal­ 
endars with bills the members ought to set 
their faces. 
W hen the calendars become 
encumbered, the worthy measures are as 
liable to be whelmed and put beyond res­ 
urrection as are the unim portant ones. 
There is a wise 
demand for revisión 
of 
the 
election 
laws 
in 
three 
or 
four 
im portant 
particulars; 
it is 
to be expected that the system of tax­ 
ation will have attention to relieve it of 
hardships in one or two directions; that 
the Legislature will adopt a modified 
form of the Australian ballot system; 
th at 
it 
will respond 
to 
the 
earnest 
appeal 
for 
more 
effective 
preserva­ 
tion of game; 
that it will encourage 
by all proper legislation the restoration of 
the navigable rivers by the Federal Gov­ 
ernment; that it will conserve a uniform 
system by which owners of low lands may 
reclaim them and drain the valley; that 
it will consider several propositions to 
amend the Constitution, notably one for 
the relief of the Supreme Court, and that 
it will renew the one proposed last session, 
amending the A rticle on municipal corpo­ 
rations, so that cities may be enabled to 
set up charters that will not be liable to 
be upset by the most ordinary general 
laws. 
The Legislature will probably be called 
upon to adopt a system for closer super­ 
vision of asylums by the State which 
draw partial support from the State. 
It 
is possible that it will be confronted by a 
proposition to 
submit a constitutional 
amendment to abandon the State school 
book system, and we entertain the hope 
that it will have the courage to refuse to 
give ear to the proposition, but that it 
will investigate if it has doubts, and if it 
finds ill adm inistration in the matter, that 
it will fearlessly apply the necessary rem­ 
edies, but not for one moment think of 
playing into the hands of the book rings 
by entertaining the idea of abandonment 
of the system. 
These subjects, with a few others affect­ 
ing law practice, and those relating to the 
maintenance of State institutions, and the 
possible provision of a suitable dwelling 
for the Governor of the State, are the 
main topics, so far as we can foresee, upon 
which the Legislature will be called to 
pass. 
W e may expect that there will be 
effort made to reconstruct the county 
government bill and the road law—it 
would be unconventional for any Legisla­ 
ture to meet and not have these questions 
presented to it. 
But we are inclined to 
think that this session both can be left 
alone, with profit to the people and credit 
to the Legislature. 


A SHAMEFUL POLICY. 


It is, we presume, witty to speak of a 
dead Indian as a good Indian, and to urge 
our soldiers to do plenty of judicious kill­ 
ing. 
It is unquestionably patriotic to 
boast of ours as the greatest, best and 
wisest of governments. 
B at one cannot 
read the statem ent of Father Crafts con­ 
cerning the wrongs of the Sionx and not 
be convinced of three things:; that the old 
priest is sincere in his expression; that the 
Indians have been fearfully put upon and 
swindled; that our Government has been 
guilty of conduct towards the Indians 
which, in a private individual, would cover 
him with obliquy. Our Indian policy has 
been a shamefully disgraceful policy. 
We 
have not had the common decency to keep 
ordinary faith with the tribes in the com­ 
monest m atters of contract. In 1ST7 we 
bought of them certain lands, agreeing to 
pay the sum of $2,000,000 therefor, but 
the money is net all paid yet, though the 
lands have come into our possession. 
We 
solemnly agreed—it was our own proposi­ 
tion—to give the tribes, in addition, cer­ 
tain rations of a certain quality, and cer­ 
tain other supplies of a given character. 
Erom the outset we have narrowed the 


rations, put off upon the Indians cheap | 
quality, and finally we have ceased to sup­ 
ply at all. 
W e have the positive assur­ 
ance of the army officers that in this 
Indian war they feel like butchers, because 
their sympathies are mainly with the In­ 
dians, knowing as th e / do the wrongs the 
savages have suffered. 
Is it always to be thus ? 
Are we never 
to be able to pin responsibility down 
somewhere in these Indian matters? 
Are 
we forever to be esteemed by the savages 
of the continent as a nation of cheats, 
whose word is worthless and whose treaties 
are mere paper? 
Is it not possible for the 
President of the U nited States to rise 
equal to the occasion, and to declare, and 
declaxing, execute, that the Indians shall 
have justice, shall be deait fairly by, -hall 
be treated a3 human beings, and that 
thieving agents and rascally commissioners 
shall be brought to answer for their 
crimes? If President Harrison had the 
courage to speak what he knows to be the 
truth on these matters, and to hold up be­ 
fore the people officially the crimes of 
their Government, he would make himself 
the most central object of the age, and 
earn tor his name the lasting plaudits of a 
people disjiosed to be just, to deal fairly by 
the Indian, and who abhor deceit and 
sham. 
But President Harrison will do 
nothing of the kind. 
He will content 
himself with doing what lie has done in 
his late message, feebly suggest to Con­ 
gress th at there is needed an appropriation 
to enable the Government to pay its 
promises to the Sioux. 
W e do not lose sight of the fact that die 
Indian is treacherous; that he is savage 
by nature and will not brook restraint; 
that he has violated treaties and proved 
basely ungrateful; that he has taken up 
the tomahawk without excuse at times, 
and lias wielded it with barbarous cruelty 
and devilish malignity. But for his crimes 
let him be punished. 
A t the same time 
let our Government, with its advantages 
of superior knowledge, a high state of 
civilization, strong arms and unlimited 
capacity, deal justly by the Indian; puni-h 
those who deceive and defraud him, and 
making contracts with him, keep them to 
the letter. 
U ntil we do so, we have no t, 
the right to look for honesty, gratitude, 
loyalty or mercy from the Indian. 


B e c a u s e nowhere is it deemed safe or 
proper for woman to go alone much after 
dark, Oscar Fay Adams, in the North 
American Review, holds it to be a reproach 
to civilization. 
Not so, for while it is 
true that it is coupled with the fear of as­ 
sault upon honor, woman does not go alone 
after dark out of deference to a custom that 
pays her weakness the highest tribute. 
She is not presumed to be called from the 
Lome as is the man, and, therefore, to be 
seen late upon the streets alone is a sug­ 
gestion that lier purpose is not praise­ 
worthy. 
This very fact is the outgrowth 
of a sense of loyalty to woman’s good name; 
a tribute to the civilization th at would 
guard and protect her from even the faint 
suggestion of impropriety. 


M a x O’R e l l , in the North American 
Review, enters a protest against the waste 
of food at American hotels. 
Jt is true that 
the American hotel guests wastes after a 
manner that would set a French caterer 
wild. 
It is a common thing for the guest 
to order a dozen dishes, each containing 
twice the quantity he can possibly eat. 
and after picking over each, sending the 
whole away spoiled for any further use. 
Max O’Reli pronounces it a bad and ugly 
habit, and it is fully worthy of such desig­ 
nation. 


W e read between the lines of General 
Miles’ article on the Indian question, in 
the North American Review, his opinion 
that the whole Indian Departm ent should 
be turned over to the W ar Deoartment. 
H e is right. Army officers would dis­ 
burse the Government supplies with exact 
Justice, and there never could attach such 
scandals to Indian administration, under 
the army, as have blackened the adminis­ 
tration of Indian affairs under the Depart­ 
ment of the Interior. 


A s se m b ly m a n B le d s o e , of Humboldt 
county, yesterday introduced a resolution 
for the appointment of a committee to 
ascertain by what authority parties were 
selling liquor in “the well.” 
This is a 
move in the right direction. 
It is under­ 
stood that the Sergeants-at-Arms of both 
houses will refuse to permit liquors in 
their rooms, and it will be a credit to the 
Legislature if the sale of liquor in “the 
well” is also prevented. 


T hat was a most amusing situation in 
which the Japanese war vessel, bringing 
home to Turkey the officers and crew of a 
lost Turkish cruiser, was forbidden to 
enter the Dardanelles. No one can blame 
the Japanese Captain for becoming en­ 
raged and starting back for Japan with his 
cargo of Turks. 
W hen nations apply the 
terms of treaties so strictly as to exclude 
errands of mercy they deserve to be 
laughed at and scorned.

did deliberation. 
To receive the encomiums of 
persons of character is a laudable aspiration ; 
the bestowal ol such an honor is gratifving to 
th at pride which is hut the svnonvm of self­ 
respect. 
In parting from you, perm it me to 
hope that your efforts m ay be as fruitful as 
sanguine anticipation can picture and that we 
non office-holders, whose function it shall be to 
com m ent upon your work, may fiad but little to 
criticise and nothing to condemn. 
With the 
m ajority of the people of this great common­ 
w ealth who have in an 
em phatic m anner 
recorded their determ ination that you shall be 
th eir trusted agents, I join in wishing you not 
only an honorable, but also an appreciated 
career. 
“It is now my pleasure to introduce to you 
the I’resident pro temi>ore you have just elected, 
Senator Fraser, of El Dorado. 
I know, from 
long association w ith him in this cham ber, that 
he will ably discharge the duties of his re­ 
sponsible position." 
REMARKS OF THE PRESIDENT PRO TEM. 
On taking the chair Mr. Fraser said: "Sen­ 
ators, I thank you and each of you for the 
honor yon have conferred in selecting me to 
preside over your deliberations in the absence 
of the Lieutenant-Governor. 1 only hope that 
I may deserve the confidence and support ot 
the -enate. as without that confidence and sup­ 
port no m an can successfully discharge the 
duties of presiding officer. I thank you.”"
